IIoscow to consolidate the South China coastal defenses, with particular 
attention - to the Swatcw-Amoy sector. The Chinese Comrrrunists sent military 
engineers, along with Soviet advisors, on a coastal inspection tour which 
resulted in the following decisions: 

a. To strengthen coastal defenses and build more fortifications. 

b. To destroy and rebuild fortifications not meeting standard specifications. 

c o To assign regular troops to the areas of Haifeng (ll5-20, 22-58), Iluilai 
(II6-X8, 23-03), and Swatow.-* 

d. To send naval ships to the VJanshan Islands for more intensive patrols.
